Coker 100 Wilt, being early and having fluffy bolls, 
thin foliage, and desirable plant type, is especially 
adapted to hand or machine picking. The ease with 
which it can be cleaned in the gin assures the grower 
of a sample with the minimum amount of trash and 
the best gin preparation that could be obtained with 
any variety. Growers who have been leaders in mech- 
anized production have been enthusiastic in their 
praise of Coker 100 Wilt and its adaptation to me- 
chanical harvesting. 


FIBER QUALITY 


Coker 100 Wilt is outstanding in quality of fiber 
as the result of many years of breeding, selection, and 
testing for improved fiber and spinning characteris- 
tics. Through an amendment to the Smith-Doxey 
Act, passed in 1941, the services of the fiber and 
spinning laboratories of the U. S. Department of 
Agriculture were made available to breeders and 
others on a fee per sample basis. Tens of thousands 
of lint samples of Coker 100 Wilt breeding stocks 
have been sent to these laboratories during the 12 
years that these services have been available. The 
extensive use of fiber technology in the selection of 
new Strains has resulted in the 1954 Breeder’s Regis-

Our Coker 100 Wilt Resistant Cotton has been bred to produce 
maximum yield on soils infested with Fusarium wilt, and it has 
some tolerance to Verticillium wilt. However, due to the develop- 


ment of apparently new races of wilt, complicated by adverse 
seasonal conditions, improper fertilization and cultural practices, 
and the presence in most instances of nematodes, no conscien- 
tious breeder can guarantee any wilt resistant cotton to survive 
100% on any wilt infested soils.

THE COKER 100 WILT RESISTANT 
RECORD IN THE SOUTHEAST 


State cotton growing contests in the Southeast began in South Carolina in 1926. Today 
North Carolina, South Carolina, Georgia and Alabama all conduct state contests underthe di- 
rection of the State Extension Services. Ever since its release in 1942 Coker 100 Wilt has been 
entered in these contests. Below is a summary of the record made by Coker cottons:in these 
state contests in the Southeast from 1926 through 1953. Complete results of-4954 contests 
were not obtainable when this publication went to press. 


Coker 100 Wilt winner of every first place state prize except two in State Cotton 
Growing Contests in North Carolina, South Carolina, Georgia, and Alabama since 
this variety released in 1942. (No contests held in Virginia and Florida.) 


Coker 100 Wilt holder of all-time Southeast production record of 3.35 bales per acre 
on five acres. This record made by Maurice Smith of Edgefield County in 1951. 


Coker cottons the winner of 40 out of 45 first places in State Cotton Growing. Con- 
tests since 1926. 


A CONSISTENT HIGH PRODUCER .... 


By states of the Southeast, the percentage of acreage planted to Coker 100 Wilt in 1954 was: 
Virginia, 99 per cent; North Carolina, 98 per cent; South Carolina, 99 per cent ; Georgia, 58 per 
cent; Florida, 69 per cent; and Alabama 37 per cent. Whether in one-variety states like North 
Carolina and South Carolina or in highly competitive conditions as in Georgia and Alabama, the 
results are consistently the same: Coker 100 Wilt is a high-yielding producer of premium staple 
bringing maximum dollar return per acre.
